Spanish Revolutions. 
No. Vv, 


. Never did two monarchs reign who 
} were more entitled to the esteem of their 
own age, and the admiration of posterity, 
than PeLacrius and ALpuonso. They 
may be said to hove created for themselves 
a throne, and to have adorned and? enno- 
bled it with every brilliant and every use- 
ful quality which appertain to human na- 
ture, Itis not improper to compare them, 
bormwing a simile from our eloquent coun- 
iryman, Fister AMES, to two splendid 
and jowering lighthouses, Hluminating the 
‘dreary and extensive coast of Iberian ig- 
norance and barbarity. 

Froi/a, the eldest son of Alphonso, suc- 
ceeded him. The mind of this prince 
Was.a strange conpound of ** the grandeur 
and the gloom’ of the human character. 
He subdued the rebellious Biscayans, Al- 
abans, and Navarenes, one of whose Cap- 
live virgins he esxoused ; conquered the 
Moors under Ome, whom he slew in bat- 
tle at Pontumo orPontuvio, with 54,000 
mcn, and extirpatid every infidel in ins 
dominious; correted the corruptions of 
the clergy ; displayed in all things the 
most unbounded ambition and insatiable 
eagerness for fame; and closed a career 
of ten years, else not an inglorious one, 
by the murder ¢f his virtuous and popular 
brother, Vingro2, which his subjects im- 
mediately tevenged by the assassination 
of himself. They elected, as his succes- 
sor, his cousin german, Aurelio, who, dy- 
ing in a few years, was succeeded by Silo, 
a noble lordef Asturia, husband to Adw 
sinda, sister of the deceased broila. «Silo 
preserved perce with the Moors, who 
were now employed in Catalonia, Aragon, 
and Navarre, as well asin Gaul. Having 
suppressed an insurrection, in a great bat- 
ile upon the mountain Ciferius or Zedrero, 
he resigned the government to Alphonso, 
son of Froila. This prince was surnam- 
ed Zhe Chaste, and teigned no less than 
fifty-one years, with various vicissitudes 
of fortune. He once resigned the crown 
to his impious uncle, Maxregaio, who stip- 
ulated with the Moorish monarch, ddder- 
haman, to pay him a tribute similar to that 
which the Athenians paid to Minos, by 


furnishing him with a hundred virgins an- 
npelivy ee aorewaed for hie Assistance in 
obtaining the throne. Upon the death of 


Mauregato, Alphonso and Bermudo reign- 
ed in partnership, like the Spartan kings 
of ant.quity, and, like the hero of Athens, 
they abolished the inglorious tribute of the 
‘virgins, which was followed by a war, in 
the course of which 60,000 Moors were 
slain in a single battle. Bermudo dying 
in the: year 797, Alphonso became sole 
monarch of the kingdoms of Oviedo and 
Asturia. He was afterwards dethroned 
and imprisoned in a monastery ; again as- 
cended the throne ; conquered the Mvors 
in successive bloody wars; extended his 
dominions; abstained from all commerce 
with his queen, from which singular cir- 
cumstance he derived his surname; at- 
tenipted to nominate CHARLEMAGNE of 
Francesas his successor, which was pre- 
vented by the nobility; finally conveyed 
the crown to Ramiro, eldest son of Bermu- 
do; and closed his long and triumphant 
reign in peace, A. D. 842. 

Perhaps history, in its innumerable vo]- 
umes, embraces no record of a country 
subjected to such »umerous and surpri- 
zing Revolutions as Spain. The estab- 
lishment and continuance of the Moors in 
that region, fur so many ages, and ina 
stute of such unintermitted and sanguina- 
ry warfare, corstitute a political and mili- 


-tary phenomenon, which can never be 


sufficiently studied and reflected on. The 
causes.of the original imtroduction of the 
Moors into Spain have been s:tisfaetorily 
traced by the eloquent author of the Dr- 
CLINE AND Fatt or tn& Roman Em- 
Pure. His description of the state of 
Spain at that period is almost descriptive 
of its situation at the time when the pres- 
ent Emperor of France commenced his 
nefarious operations in that country. Par- 
adoxical as it may seem, Spein, though 
often conquered, has always been uncon- 
querable: Most of the provinces have at 
different times been subjected toa foreign 
power, but the conquest of every portion 
of the kingdom could never be completed. 
In the reign of Ramiro, the Norn.ans 
(Norwegians) having ravaged a part of the 
coast cf France, disembarked at Corunna, 
vulgarly calied Zhe Groyne, and commit- 
ted most dreadful devastations. ‘I he Span- 
ish monarch gave them a terrible d-scat. 
He efterwards congqucnd the Moorish 
king of Cordeva, Abderhaman, suppressed 
several formidable insurrections, ard died 
in 850, after a short but very glorious and 
very pious reign. 

His sen, Ordono, succeeded to the 
throne. He Overthrew, successively, the 
Alaban insurgents, and the Moors under 
Abderhaman, and erected powerful forti- 
ficauons at Asterga and Leon, but an ar- 
my, which be sentto the support of the 
Tok duns, who had revelted against the 
king of Cordova, was defeated with pro- 
digicus shughter. In the mean ume, 





Mousa, a Goth. andr apo 
Christian to the Mahometin faith, who 
was governor of Baragossa, tevolted o- 
gainst Mahomet. the successorof Abder., 
haman, and sustained a successful con- 
flict with him for some years. He after- 
wards invaded and ravaged some of the 
frontier provinces of France, anc elate diy 
bos triumphs, assumed. the title of The 
Third Kirg of Shain, and took possession 
of a fortified Christian town, called Albai- 
da, or, The White, upon the border of 
Celtiberia and the provinces of Alaba.— 
This wos bringing the war too near home 
to Ordon», who attacked and overthrew 
Mousa, and retook Albaida. He after- 
Wards warred with the Moors witn suc- 
cess, and died of the gout after a reign of 
sixteen years, leaving the throne to his 
son, Alphonso IIT. surnamed Ther Great. 

If we are to believe the Spanish Histo- 
rians, the successors of Peligius and Al- 
phonso, for a Jong. course of years, were 
great and glorious characters. Alphonso 
III. was one of the most.i} astrious War- 
riors that the world ever saw. Descending 
from the Asturian Mountains, he estab- 
lished his court at the city of Leon, and 
took upon himself the title of kine OF 
Lrow, Ovigpo. and Asturia. Thustie 
Spanish Monarchy contiauved gradually to 
gain ground from thé‘ extensive and bar- 
barous. dominions of the Infidels. Al- 
phonso was under the necessity, in the 
course of his reign, of suppressing, Sever- 
al powerful insurrections, some of which 
were headed by members of his own fam- 
ily,and he triumphed in successive wars 
wjti the Moors. In the midst of his tr- 
umphs, he married Donna Ximena, of the 
House of Navarre, which conyexion pro- 
ved the fountain of vatious misfortunes. 
Two of bis sons, Garcia and Froila, inher- 
ited the evil disposition of the mother, to 
the great disquiet of the father. After a 
long course of conquests and triumphs o- 
ver the enemies of the state, in which he 
is said to have acquired the character of 
the best and greatest of the Spanish Mon- 
archs, Alphonso sank before the ascend- 
ant genius of his vicious end aspiring son, 
Garcia, who was influenced and directed 
by Ximena. He abdicated the. throne, 
served as licutenant to his son and succes- 
sor, in a war with the Moors, and died in 
912. 

This prince was not only a great prince 
and a. great warrior, but a profound states- 
man, and arespectadle historian. It is 
remarked by Vertot, that he might have 
passed for the happiest prince in the U- 
niverse, bad he nevermarried and become 
a father. 

With Alphonso the race of truly great 
monarchs seemed to have become extinct. 
Many of his successorsdisployed bravery, 
but few of them displated wisdom. Un- 
der Ordono, the successor of Garcia, the 
Moors obtained several important succes- 
ses, but as they did not fellow them up 
with energy and sagacity, they were even- 
tually defeated At the close of one of 
these conflicts, the part of Juel to Sisera 


was performed by a’ Spanish woman to 
the oorisn General, Wilhbut ehmwoo cnr 


cumstances of treachery to the rights of 
hospitality which distingvished the con- 
duct of the heroine of antquity. Neither 
the name of the weheral, ror of his mur- 
derer, is preserved, but the scene of ac- 
tion was a very small villare, called Olast. 

Froila, the successor ofOrdono, was a 
tyrant instead of a king, and died ofa 
leprosy. Alifhonso Raymoid, who ascen- 
ded the throne in 1112, having defeated 
the Meors of Cordova, Seville, and Cadiz, 
and having been received as anally and 
patron at Saragossa, couse] himself, upon 
his return to Toledo;in 1133, to be crown- 
ed Emperor oF Spain. This, however, 
w . rather a nominal thana real title, and 
did not descend to his posterity. 

For several centuries the history of 
Spain affords little more than the perpet- 
ual recurrence of similarevents. Internal 
commotiuns, conspiracies, and conflicts 
with the Moors, in which the Spaniards 
may be said to have triamphed rather 
than to have conquered, fill up its pages. 
The Spaniards were perpetually brave — 
Scarcely a solitary instance of cowardice 
reflects a stain upon their annals. Their 
sincere and inflexible devotion to the re- 
ligion of their country, is another very 
honoreble trait in their character.
